Report of the President 


for the year ending 31st March, 1928, as presented at the Annual 
Meeting of the Gallery on Monday, 7th May, 1928. 


AM pleased to report that the year ending 3lst March, 1928, has 

been one marked by sound, healthy growth in all the branches of Art 
Gallery development. We have missed the big and spectacular exhibi- 
tions with their large attendances, which marked the preceding year; 
but have had some 17 different exhibitions of wide educational and 
artistic appeal.

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MOTHER AT PRAYER

GIVEN TO THE GALLERY BY MRS. TIMOTHY EATON 
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In looking over this list which includes a varied range of artistic 
endeavour, one cannot help but feel that the cultural and educational 
influences on the community must have an ever-increasing influence on 
the aesthetic development of our citizens. 


The policy of the Gallery has been one of broad-mindedness. It has 
included in the list such an Exhibition as the International Modern 
Art—an Art movement of considerable prominence in Europe, and one 
which has a wide influence on textile designing, and in fact all the 
decorative and applied arts. Your Executive felt that our Members 
and citizens should have an opportunity of studying this movement 
without the necessity of foreign travel. The greatest Exhibition of 
this school, ever sent to America was exhibited here in April, 1927. It 
was, of course, a highly controversial Exhibition. 


The work of the Viennese children was another unusual Exhibition, 
which proved very interesting to our Members, and an inspiration to 
our teachers and educationalists. 


Our own West Coast Art held our interest, not only from an historical 
and Canadian point of view, but on account of its inherent artistic and 
aesthetic merits. 


The Portrait Exhibition was, to a great many of our visitors, the 
most important Exhibition ever held in the Gallery; and was, without 
doubt, of great educational value. Special mention should also be made 
of the modern Sculpture show last December. It was the first important 
Exhibition of Sculpture ever brought to Toronto, including as it did the 
work of such internationally famous sculptors as Ivan Mestrovic, Jacob 
Epstein, Aristide Maillol, Frank Dobson, Carl Milles and Herman 
Haller. It awakened considerable local interest in this branch of Art 
expression. 


Interspersed through the year were five excellent local contemporary 
Canadian Exhibitions, which illustrate the increasing importance of 
Toronto as an Art centre. 


The Canadian Society of Painters in Water Colour continue to justify 
its existence. Water colour is a beautifully expressive medium, and 
reveals itself much more in its own atmosphere, rather than mixed in 
a larger exhibition. The work of the Members is developing as distinc- 
tive a Canadian character as that established by the painters in oil. 


The Group of Seven Exhibition and that of the Ontario Society of 
Artists covered the field of Canadian painting pretty thoroughly. The 
general average was particularly high and recognition of a purely 
Canadian Art is in no small measure due to the stimulating influence of 
this Gallery. We feel that it is one of the duties of the Gallery to en- 
courage the development of Canadian Art. Exhibitions of etchings, and 
one-man shows rounded out an important list of Exhibitions for the year. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK 


The Educational Committee have continued and broadened out their 
activities during the past year. With the co-operation of Col. Michell, 
all schools in the City are kept in touch with the Gallery activities.

The afternoon talks have been broadened out from those given solely 
by Mr. Lismer to include such artists as Lawren Harris, E. Wyly Grier, 
A. Y. Jackson, Miss K. Munn, Emanuel Hahn, C. W. Jefferys. This has 


proved a splendid innovation. 


During the various Exhibitions, musical evenings were arranged to 
fit the character of the Exhibition, so that during the Modern and 
Group of Seven Exhibitions, the Toronto Conservatory Trio gave 
evenings of modern music; during the Exhibition of Canadian West 
Coast Art, Mlle. Gaultier gave a very successful concert of West Coast 
Indian songs. The attendance at many of the lectures was greatly in 
excess of the capacity of the long Gallery, and emphasizes the necessity 
for an auditorium. Informal talks have been given by various speakers 
to members and a great many of the educational institutions and public 
and high schools of the City, and district, as well as private schools and 
university groups, are gradually and surely becoming acquainted with 
the Art Gallery, as an increased attendance and repeated visits demon- 
strate. 


ATTENDANCE 


The total attendance for the year from the Ist April, 1927, to the 
3lst March, 1928, was 99,295. While this total is less than the preceding 
year, it must be recalled that the spectacular Carl Hamilton Exhibition 
with its fortnight of free admission in February, and the War Records 
Exhibition in October, accounted for a total of 56,670. We are pleased 
to say that our regular monthly attendances have shown a gratifying 
increase over the previous year. The paid admissions were 6,864, free 
admissions 92,431, and the Sunday attendance 43,891.

The beginning of a collection of sculpture for the Walker Court was 
a policy of the last year, and we feel that the important gift of Mestro- 
vic’s “Mother at Prayer’ by Mrs. Timothy Eaton, and the gift of 


Rodin’s “‘Eve’”’ by Mr. and Mrs. Frank P. Wood, will be a great impetus 
to a higher standard in a collection of sculpture. 


The recent gift of the masterly Sargent portrait of Joachim through 
the kindness of Mr. and Mrs. Frank P. Wood is sufficiently recent and 
certainly important enough for special comment. The five new pur- 
chases of Canadian paintings from the Leonard Fund help to make this 
Collection of Canadian Paintings of great importance to the Gallery. 
During the last year we have added more pictures of a higher average of 
importance than during any other year of our existence. 


GROUNDS AND BUILDINGS 


The Grounds and Buildings Committee have done valuable work and 
we are pleased to report that the iron fence has been completed round 
the Grange Park, and that the old lodge has been reconditioned; that 
the seals have been placed over the front entrance of the Gallery; that 
the gates have been put up on Dundas Street; that the women’s cloak- 
room has been improved; and that the lamps have been ordered for 
the front entrance and we expect to see them in place shortly. Under 
the personal attention of Mr. Chambers, the Parks Commissioner, the 
grounds are rapidly forming the beautiful setting we wish for the Gallery.

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SOMETHING ABOUT RECENT ACQUISITIONS 


IVAN MESTROVIC 
Included in the Exhibition of Modern Sculpture in December last, 


were two pieces by Mestrovic which attracted much attention; a white 
marble, “Mother at Prayer’ and a bronze, “Head of Moses.” 


Ivan Mestrovic, a child of simple origin, spent his early years tending 
the sheep among the rugged foothills of the Dinaric Alps. Add to this 
the tragic atmosphere of the Serbian national destiny and it is small 
wonder he felt the urge for expression. He is a fine example of an artist 
reflecting his environment. He is full of burning patriotism, a tremen- 
dous force driving him onward, that expresses itself in deep religious 
sentiment, or in suppressed fury. His work throbs with life. 


“The Mother at Prayer,’ massive and simple, her whole being strain- 
ing upward in her intense communion with the Unseen, dominates the 
Sculpture Court. This impressive figure has been given to the Gallery 
through the generosity of Mrs. Timothy Eaton. The Committee de- 
cided on the purchase of a second example of Mestrovic’s work from 
the same Exhibition. The powerful ‘Head of Moses,”’ with admonitory 
finger uplifted, shows in its conception and treatment the influence of 
Michaelangelo. Those familiar with Rome will recall the seated figure 
of Moses in the Church of San Pietro in Vinculis, and recognise similar 
characteristics in the work of the modern sculptor, even to the repetition 
of the horns, that curious tradition which arose from an early mis- 
translation of the “‘glory’’ which shone from the head of Moses as he came 
down from the Mountain. 


AUGUSTE RODIN 
Toronto may count itself fortunate in possessing two pieces of sculp- 
ture by Auguste Rodin, the famous French artist, whose work, now so 
much sought after, was the cause of controversy forty years ago as bitter 
as that which raged over the canvases of his contemporaries, the Im- 
pressionists. 


In 1884 Rodin received a commission from the City of Calais to 
commemorate the six citizens who volunteered to forefeit their lives to 
Edward III in return for the safety of their townsmen, when the town 
could no longer hold out against his siege. The group was not finished 
and shown together until 1889. Fach figure is full of power, and indi- 
cates in a masterly way the individual sacrifice represented. The Gallery 
head is that of a young man. Rodin gave this sketch model to the great 
Belgian sculptor, Constantin Meunier, and it is from his daughter that 
it now comes to us. 


Rodin’s marble figure of ““Eve’”’ is a replica of one of the figures from 
“The Gate of Hell.” It is a beautiful, robust figure, standing on the 
threshold of life, fearful of what it has in store for her. This was a 
favourite subject with Rodin. A life-sized figure in bronze was shown in 
the Salon in 1899, and subsequently bought for the Metropolitan 
Museum, New York. Two small duplicates in bronze and four in marble, 
are known to exist—the marble one in Toronto, and the others in col- 
lections at Dresden, the Hague and Copenhagen. For this beautiful 
figure, the Gallery is indebted to the generosity of Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
P. Wood. : 
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THE DEAD STAG

Paris Bordone (1500-1571) was of noble Venetian birth, and received 
the education which was usual for his circumstances; however, his taste 
for art was so strong that he was permitted to study with the most 
famous masters of the time, Giorgione and the great Titian himself. 
So well did he catch the technique and spirit of Titian, that his portraits 
have often been mistaken for those of the older man. He was invited 
to France by the King, Francis I, and painted portraits of the monarch 
and many dignitaries of the Court. His works hang in all the famous 
Galleries. This example is a portrait of a man in the prime of life; his 
attire is sombre, and the whole interest is concentrated in the face, with 
its glowing flesh tones. Royal Cortissoz, writing in the New York Herald 
on the 27th November, 1927, says “For pictorial felicity, one may profit- 
ably turn to the ‘Portrait of a Man’ by Paris Bordone, whose renowned 
‘Fisherman’ and other subject pictures have sometimes obscured his 
fame as a painter in the field to which this work belongs. He learned 
something from Titian, but it must have been an inborn gift that enabled 
him, as in this instance, to invest a picturesque composition with a 
deep psychological interest. The face, quite as much as the costume, 
makes a curiously romantic appeal. It is a superb achievement, a most 
truly haunting portrait.”’ 

JOHN SINGER SARGENT 

The portrait by Sargent has a double interest—that of the masterly 
painting, and of the subject. Joseph Joachim, the eminent violinist 
(1831-1907) was born in Hungary of Jewish parents, and was the acknowl- 
edged master of his day. This portrait was painted by Sargent in 1904, 
and presented to the artist at the celebration of the sixtieth anniversary 
of his first appearance in England. The Gallery is indebted to the gen- 
erosity of Mr. and Mrs. Frank P. Wood for this fine example of Sargent’s 


work. LEONARD FUND 

In a former number of the Bulletin, reference was made to the muni- 
ficent gift from Col. and Mrs. R. W. Leonard of St. Catharines. The 
sum of $10,000 was donated for the purchase of pictures by Canadian 
artists, and fifteen had been acquired up to the time of last issue of the 
Bulletin. Since then two more have been added to the list—“‘Horse racing 
in Winter, Quebec” by Clarence A. Gagnon, and a portrait by Allan Barr. 

Clarence Gagnon is one of the best known Canadian artists; born and 
educated at Montreal, he paints French-Canadian types and landscapes 
in a masterly manner. 

Allan Barr is an Englishman, who has been living in Toronto for the 
past six or seven years. Since coming to Canada he has painted many 
portraits, but none more attractive than this pleasing likeness of Mrs. 
Alleyne Sutherland, with its subdued colour scheme of black and grey. 

Corneilus Kreighoff was born in Saxony in 1812 and came to America 
as a boy. At first he roamed the country as an itinerant musician, then 
joined the United States army during the Seminole war in Florida. 
The sketches he made at this time attracted attention, and were finally 
bought by the AmericanGovernment. Havinga brother living in Toronto 
he moved there, and then to Montreal, where he married. Settling finally 
in Quebec he began that series of genre pictures which bring the habitant 
life of seventy years ago so vividly before us. He died in 1872.
